?ervice Rules. 

Beginning January 1st another lot 
of Democratic officials »■•;>■ placed un- 
der the protection of the Civil Service. 

Some time ago an Kxecntive order 
was issued placing Pension Examiners 
under the Civil Service Law, and this 
order went into effect Friday. 

It is w»U to state in connection with 
this order that nearly all the Pensioa 
Examiners who were in office when 
Harrison Administration retired|in 1392 
hare been relegated to private lite, and 
there are very few such Examiners In 
the country today who are not members 
of the Democratic party. 

By this it is again seen what a farce 
and frand the Civil Service Law is as at 
present enforced. As a final act of the 
Pension Office before the Examiners be- 
came subject to the Civil Service a num- 
ber of Pension Examiners were ap- 
pointed the day previous, who will thus 
escape having to undergo any examina- 
tion, the balk of the appointments be- 
ing in the Western state*. 

Doctors over the country have pro- 
tected against the extension of the Civil 
Service to cover Pension Examiners. 
They hare argued, and with good rea- 
son, that there ie hardly a state In the 
1'nion where a man can practice medl- 
eine without a license or withont being 
a graduate of a midical school of recog- 
nised standing, and hie diploma Itself 
should be sufficient evidence that he Is 
competent to fill the office. The offl 
pays bnt little In many localities, and it 
la argued by physicians of standing that 
only young and inexperienced men will 
undergo the annoyance of an examina- 
tion for the paltry fees received, and 
that In this way the service, instead of 
being strengthened byCiril Servlee. will

The fires were extinguished and 
the boat came to a standstill about 13 
miles from Mosquito Light. Capt 
Murphy took full charge of the hand- 
ling of the ship while the first mate 
superintended the launching of the 
boats. The Cubans took possession of 
the big boat and loaded it with bag- 
gage so that only II men left the tug 
in it They reached shore at 4 o'clock 
Saturday and left for Jacksonville. The 
second I. .at was occupied by six Cu- 
bans, ami the empty boat washed ashore 
at Port Orange Saturday night The 
third boat to leave the craft's side was 
filled with Americans, leaving a ten- 
foot dingy for Capt. Murphy's use, 
who refused t.> quit the ship until all 
were saved. C. R Montgomery, the 
steward, Stephen Crane and Wm. Dig- 
gins remained with tha captain and 
with him launched tha dingy and stood 
by the tug untd 7 o'clock, when she 
sank. The mate's boat, containing 
nine Americana, was smashed, and 
the mate, two engineers, six fire- 
men and suih.rs were lashed 
to a raft which Capt. Murphy 
attempted to tow ashore two miles 
away, but the terrible sea and the 
northeast gale swept them away. The 
dingy occupied by the captain and com- 
panions was M hours at sea, Montgom- 
ery and Crane holding Capt Murphy's 
overcoat as a sail, until the beach was 
aighted. High seas were breaking a 
half a mile from shore. Montgomery, 
Crane and Murphy were washed to the 
beach, where citizens provided them 
with medical attendance. Higgins 
waa killed at the overturning of the 
boat, which made ten Americans and 
aix Cubans lost There is no doubt 
that a traitor did the work; of.scuttllng 
and then tampered with the pumps, as 
they were working perfectly at » 
o'clock.
